Crowd Sings Hymns to Down 
Vicar’s Voice in English 
Parish Church 


Extraordinary scenes were wltneseed 
on a recent Sunday morning at Bt. 
Michael's Church, Lumb-ln-Roaaen- 
dale. Lancashire, England, where a 
large proportion of the parishioner* 
ara seeking the removal of the vicar, 
the Rev. T. Caleb. The trouble started 
nearly two years ago. when the vicar: 
dismissed the choir, says The London 
Dally Mall. 

As soon aa the vicar began the ser¬ 
vice the proteeters stood In a body and 
sang without pause no fewer than 
twelva hymns, not ceasing until the 
service was brought to a close after 
thirty-five minutes. 

Aa the vloar led his choir out he told 
his supporters to leave by the choir 
vestry doqr. A fight immediately 
broke out. Two or three of the oppo¬ 
sition rushed towards the vestry door 
to go out with the vicar’s faction, 
when Mr. Caleb tried to does the door 
against them. A vigorous scuffle en¬ 
sued with the door half closed Sev¬ 
eral blows ware struck, and there waa 
much 'Vough handling. One woman 
cried out. “He slapped my faoe.” 

The police were called and cautioned 
a number of people. 

A crowd of about 400 people gath¬ 
ered at the church the same evening. 
The vicar had exchanged pulpits with 
tha Rev. G. B. Peber. vicar of St. I 
John's. Rawtenstall. who la also a 
High Churchman, but when Mr. P 
Hindis, the people's warden, advised 
Mr. Peber that there might be trouble 
If be tried to hold a service he at 
once drove away. 

No attempt was mad* to hold a 
service, but heated arguments took 
place in the church and two women 
came to blows.

telescope loaned by the Dominion 
Astrophyalcal Observatory was avail* 
able for observation. 

Prior to studying the moon and tha 
planet Saturn through tha Instrument, 
talks on these heavenly bodice were 
given by I>r. C. 6 Beale, preeldent of 
the branch. 

In regard to the moon. Dr Beale 
mentioned th* absence of lunar atmos¬ 
phere. and that no evidence of llfo 
had ever been discovered on the moon. 
One small boy who peered through 
the telescope was Informed that tno 
things on tha surface which looked 
like crumbe were really craters of ex¬ 
tinct volcanoes, some ae much as 35.000 
feet deep. Dr. Beals referrad to the 
names of some of them, such as Coper¬ 
nicus and Herotodus. 

NINE MOONS 

In hto description Of Saturn. Dr. 
Beals pointed out this was regarded 
as one of the finest planets for obser¬ 
vation owing to its great slat, as farther 
iway from tha sun than the earth, 
has nine moons snd an enormous ring 
system, nyaklng It outstanding among 
the. other planets. 

The nnge on Saturn, he explained, 
had a total width of 40,000 miles.

Seattle, July 25—A total of 943 mill- 
reporting to the West Coast Lumber¬ 
men’s Association for the week ending 
July 11 operated at 39.61 per oent or 
capacity, as compared to 3253 per oent 
of capacity for the preceding week 
and 4253 per oent during the week 
of June 27.

lach circuit Is protected by one pair 
of fuses. You will find that there 
are several circuits in your house. 

Probably the electrician who wired 
your house left a chart of these cir¬ 
cuits. If not. go over your lights and 
convenience outlets and find out which 
are on each circuit. First pull out the 
main switch by means of'its wooden 
knob, then unscrew one pair of fuse 
plugs. Push In the main switch again 
and go upstairs and note which lights 
are out.

Prom time to time fuses blow out 
This may be considered a nuisance' 
but fuses are an Inestimable boon.'

The Garden Of 
1931 

Making th« Wild Garden- 
Planting It With SniUbl* 
Things—And Maintaining 
It With a Minimum of Ef¬ 
fort. 

By JOHN HUTCHISON,

Let us consider the wild garden. 
The first thing to do Is to get a 
a clear Idea of what a wild garden 
really la. That grand old gardener, 
William Robinson, gives this defi¬ 
nition In his monumental work, 
• The English Flower Garden." "The 
f .erro ‘wild garden.' he says, "la 
applied to the placing of perfectly 
hardy exotic plants In places where 
they mill take care of themselves. 
It has nothing to do with tha 
'wilderness.* though It may be 
carried out Into It. It does not 
nce san rt l y mean the picturesque 
garden, for a garden may he pic¬ 
turesque and yet In every part the 
result of ceaseless rare. What It 
does mean hi best explained »f the 
wln.er aconite blooming under a 
grove of leafless trees In the very 
early spring.** - 


properly planted, one group of plants 
will succeed another in such a way 
| that it will never look untidy, aa the 
leafage of the new will cover up the 
fading of the old. 

The wild garden will enable one to 
grow plants which, by reason of their 
rampant growth, am avoided in the 
formal border, such aa the golden rode, 
perennial sunflowers and many others. 
The matter of the spring garden Is 
settled by the naturalisation of hun¬ 
dreds of daffodils, crocuses, and ao on. 
which will not interfere with the hed¬ 
ging of the garden proper, and It must 
be remembered that, these spring- 
- flowering bulbs look better In the wild 
garden surroundings than ever they do 
In formal beds and borders. 

To begin with, let us consider the 
early spring flowers that am suitable 
for the wild garden. All the spring 
bulbs, with the exoeptlon of tulips, 
may be planted In gram, under trees or 
in the open. Plant them In hundreds, 
ot. If possible, in thousands. Don't 
plant them with any regularity, but 
just throw them down In handfuls and 
plant them where they fall. The result 
will be clumps which, in a year or two. 
will Increase and extend with the moat 
natural effect. Daffodils, the narcissus, 
the crocus, the snowdrop, the winter 
aconite, the sitlaa. and the grape hya¬ 
cinths msy be treated In this way. 

Interspersed with them should be 
primroses and primulas of other kinds, 
planted In the same way.

A Review of Thomas Craven’s “Men 
of Art,” by 

PROF. W. T. ALLISON 


F ew MEN that have ever lived have worked | 
harder or reaped a greater reward In money 
and in fame for their toll than Peter-Paul 
Ruben*, the Flemish painter. In 1012. at the age 
of thirty-five, when, after a long residence in 
Italy where he studied the principle* of hi* art, 
he married a wealthy young woman of Antwerp 
and settled down, he provided a wonderful ex¬ 
ample of Industry to the artist* of Europe. Every 
morning, winter and summer, he arose at 4 am., 
attended Mass, and proceeding to hi* studio 
worked hard a* long as daylight lasted. Because 
of the Intense concentra€I6B With which he 
worked and his avoidance of Intemperance in 
eating and drinking, he was able to produce In a 
working life of thirty-one years over 3.000 pic¬ 
tures. And year after year he sustained hi* I 
terrlflo Industry without those displays of Irrita¬ 
bility and lmpatlencf, without those tempera¬ 
mental outbreaks which are supposed to go with 
skill In painting, music, and poetry. The fore¬ 
most painter of his time, a master of business 
and diplomacy, his life was a long and magnifi¬ 
cent trluftph, but his character was perhaps even 
more to be admired than his mighty brush, for 
he had. as one critic has put It. “the most re¬ 
markable balance that ever existed In a human 
brain." 

HE RESURRECTED GLORY OF PAST AGES 
I have pieced together the above facts about 
Rubens from a long biographical essay In “Men 
of Art V (TheMuaeon Book Company. Toronto! by 
Thomas Craven. This American art critic, who 
was born In Kansas, has become a strong and 
discerning interpreter of the live# end achieve¬ 
ments of the great painters. In this volume he 
has given us. In language that is singularly free 
from those technical terms that spoil so many 
wee ks oa art ter the- general reader, a remarkably 
good history of the careers of men like Olotto. 
Leonardl da Vinci. Michael Angelo. Titian, Rem¬ 
brandt. El Oreoo, Velasquez. Goya. Hogarth. Blake. 
Turnerf. Cezanne. Corot. Monet and Plcasse. He 
has chosen from the crowded ranks of the great 
artists outstanding figures who symbolize turn¬ 
ing points In tbe history of painting and he 
makes us see each famous creator over against the 
background of hla age. His chapters on Florence 
and Venice show what he can do when he extends 
himself on background. I have visited both these 
cities several times and have read much concern¬ 
ing their glory, but never have I obtained such 
an insight Into their personality. Into the secret 
character of their history, as Is revealed In Mr 
Cra ven** pages. Just to have written these two 
chapters alons Immense reading and study must 
have been required. 

A COURAGEOUS CRITIC IS CRAVEN 

In spite of hla name. Mr. Craven la a cour¬ 
ageous critic. He has set down his honest, forth¬ 
right opinions of individuals and of schools of 
art. No doubt many. of bis judgments will be 
greeted with contempt by hidebound, formal 
critics, but no reader can say that he has not 
packed hla book with human interest or that he 
is riot at all times easy to understand and force¬ 
ful in his style. Agree with him or not. It must 
be conceded that he speaks the truth as he sees 
it. And because of hi* range of Information, hts 
graphic power of expression, and bis wide sym¬ 
pathy, Mr. Craven's book is sure to take a high

HARD READING FOR MUSSOLINI 

Speaking of Mr. Craven's courage In expressing 
hts opinion, there la a passage in his opening 
pages that will have an interest for those who 
frnow little or nothing about art. This American 
author can never hope to visit Italy again after 
his scornful reference to Mussolini and his black¬ 
shirt followers: “In October, 1927, the Italian 
Fascists celebrated the fifth anniversary of their 
march into the city of Rome. Informers, burled 
or in exile, have told us that tha leader of the 
famous march traveled to the gate* of the capital 
in a PUUraan car. but such details do not rob 
the event of Its historical significance. Mussolini 
Is the new Ceasar. tbe symbol of tyranny and the 
atrocious grandeur of Imperial Rome. True, he 
is but a petty villain, a poor excuse for a man 
when compared to the rulers of old Rome or the 
magnificent bandits of the Renaissance, but he 
has irritated and Inspired hla people Into some¬ 
thing which resembles a national consciousness, 
and revided the gorgeous dreamt of antiquity 
For the Italians have always loved, tyranny and 
bloodshed and the great art with which we 
have to deal seems to have been the appanage of 
unbridled egoism, cupidity, violence and incessant 
political experiment. 

"To signalize his five year* of despotism; II 
Duct commanded his partisans to give the popu¬ 
lace a good show, and every town from Verona 
to Naples was the seen* of noisy and somewhat 
puerile demonstrations. In Florence the commo¬ 
tion was enough to wake the dead—to bring 
forth the Imprecations of the enormously sensi¬ 
tive and irascible past. We can easily imagine 
what the old Florentines, renowned and feared 1 or 
their sharp tongues and fierce wit*, might have 
said on seeing their beloved city besmirched with 
a mob of insolent Black Shirts, and bow tbe 
masters of art, accustomed to designing banners, 
uniforms and all sorts of processional devices 
would have entered at so stupid and colorless an 
emblem as that worn by the followers of Mus¬ 
solini. On almost the precise spot where Savon¬ 
arola was hanged and burnt, one of the Premier e 
retainers addressed tbe people on the blessings 
of the new regime Tbe Italians have not lost 
their love for oratory. 'Florence.' he shouted. 
'Florence, the cradle of painting, the mother of 
Olotto, Michael Angelo and Leonardl da Vinci, 
will soon behold s second Renaissance, a new 
epoch ef splendor, culture and riches Inaugurated 
by the modern Lorenzo de Medici—by the heroie 
leader of the people. Benito Mussolini!'" 

MONA LISA'S SMILE 

One of tbe most' celebrated portraits ever 
painted Is Leonardo ds Vinci's “Mona Use " A 
great many critics have attempted to interpret 
the enigmatic smile of this Italian woman; some 
aee In It s suggestion of evil; others declare that 
lfona Lies was not an uncanny charmer but a 
good woman. What does Mr. Craven think? Here 
we have an example of hts power of interpreta¬ 
tion. He writes at such length that X cannot 
quote all he says. He dismisses the old legend 
that Leonardo was a lover of Mona Lisa. “Tbe 
smile." be writes, "Is not peculiar to Mona Lisa; 

It was not original with Leonardo. It is written 
in tbe face# of the archaic goddesses of Greece: 
we find It in tbe sculptures of bis master. Vcr- 
rooetito; and to other pafntSKfS to the ttamh ' V” 
Leonardo was prepossessed with It. then so Is 
every artist with certain expressions and attitudes. 
Why he so loved tbe smile we cannot say. but w# 
do know that by means of It he made his faces 
conclusively real and emblematic of tha deepest

emotional states. The mystery of the Mona Lies 
arises from the romantic gossip attaching to the 
model and to repeated misconceptions of the 
artist’s purpose. The emotional life of art Is. 
In the final analysis, like all life. Insoluble. We 
can no more explain it than we can explain a 
tree or a woman or any organic thing, and when 
we attempt to do so, we are driven Into dreams 
and mysteries. Leonardo's aim was to dispel 
mysteries, ^not to create them. Hla purpose was 
to create a form which should be neither vague 
nor enigmatical—not a stimulus to reveries, but 
actually and In all Its parts, an articulate and 
convincing expression of the spirit. He succeeded, 
and that, I think, is enough." 

In this volume of 610 pages there are thirty- 
nine full-page Illustrations from Oiotto's “Descent 
from the Cross’* down to the work of modernist 
artists such as Picasso, Rivera and Benton. There 
la a mass of anecdotage about the hundred and 
one artists of whom Mr. Craven writes. Alto¬ 
gether this Is an excellent and tor ita size and 
binding very reasonably-priced history of the art 
of painting. 


More War Revelations 
In Valentine Memoirs 

C LOSE upon the heels of Prince von Buelow'e 
"Memoirs" comes another book which gives 
away state secret* This is "Emperor and Chief 
of Cabinet," from tha writings and correspondence 
of Von Valentin!, chief of the Kaiser's elvll 
cabinet. Tbe man who wrote this book died in 
1025. He cannot therefore be answered by the 
ex-Kslsgr or bJLkhy Qf those whoee aecret xteada 
are revealed in these pages He shows that th# 
Kaiser was powerless in the hands of Von Hln- 
denburg and Von Ludendorff. They forced him 
to d ismi s s Be thm ann Hollweg and not long after¬ 
wards they “got" Valentlnl, and he also walked 
the narrow plank. One t of the most interesting 
scents in Valentlnl'# book describes the momen¬ 
tous occasion on January 0, 1017, at the German 
General Headquarters m Fleas, when the ruthless 
U-boat warfare was d ecided upon. In the note¬ 
book in which Valentlnl wrote the details of this 
meeting he closed with the phrase. “Oermany* 
finish!" HU description reads in part as follows: 
“All those present stood around a big table, upon 
which the Kaiser, pale and excited, leaned 'hts 
hand. Admiral Heltzendorff spoke first, ably pre¬ 
senting the navel standpoint and breathing the 
assurance of victory. England, he said—in six 
months at the most—would be crushed before e 
single American had set foot on the European 
.Continent. He said that he was not in the least 
afraid of the American peril. 

“Hlndenburg spoke very briefly, laying stress 
merely on hU belief that decrease of tbe supply 
of munitions from America was to be expected 
from the measure. 

“Finally. Bethmann. obviously deeply moved, 
again set forth the reasons which impelled him 
hitherto to vote against U-boat warfare beyond 
the limits of mere raiding operations, viz., the 
fear that It would cause the Immediate entry of 
America Into the ranks of our foes, with all the 
serious consequences to be expected therefrom. 
But. in conclusion, he added that In view of the 
changed attitude of the army high command and 
the unequivocal statements of the Admiral con¬ 
cerning the success to be expected, hr wished to 
withdrew his opposition. 

'The Kaiser followed Bethmann’* remarks with 
every sign of Impatience end disapproval. When 
they were ended he said, summing up the matter, 
that ruthless U-boat warfare was thenceforth de¬ 
cided upon Let the diplomats, he said, make 
clear to America and the test of the neutrals th* 
necessity for taking the step."

The -.Inary professorial 
miscreant Is. however, generally depicted as an 
inventor of an infernal a death ray or

Influenced no 
doubt by his experiments with radio, has applied 
hi* keen intelligence in another direction. He 
has invented a machine capable of sending out 
thought waves and these are focussed upon indi¬ 
viduals who can-y with them a disc made of an 
alloy that looks like copper.

“Then." says Mr. Steed, “by 
charging the ether with e certain type of vibra¬ 
tion. he could bring about the desired mental 
reaction In millions, in hundreds of millions, of 
his fellow men. Each human station would in 
turn rebroadcast Its emotions, so that they would 
sweep around th* world a* a patriotic fervor 
sweeps through e nation at the outbreak of war 
The phenomenon of war patriotism, or mob 
violence, or religious mania, for example, can be 
explained only on the theory that otherwise 
normal minds have come under the control of e 
dominating Influence. Herzton dreamed of him¬ 
self creating and applying that tniiuence. Don't 
you see? It would make him master of human 
thought, or. rather. It would replace rational 
action by emotional Impulses, end that, in turn, 
could be used to make him master of the world " 
If Herzton had been e good actor be might have 
succeeded, but. following In the evil way of so 
many professors of science, he became a Mepbia- 
tophelee. and the story, as told by Mr. 8tead.

Shedding New Li&ht on 
Modern Education 


rpHIS season of th# year dally impresses on our 
m inds the nature and Immensity of our most 
extensive and benign national racket—the greet 
game of education, writes Harry Elmer Bernes, 
the critic. Counties* thousands of teachers en¬ 
deavor yearly to penetrate the minds of millions 
of students with systems of Ideas which vary in 
origin end nature from classical and mediaeval 
vintage to the latest a ppl ications of experi¬ 
mental pedagogy and the social studies. ! 

Four books Just published represent a diverse 
and significant contribution to ouf understand¬ 
ing of the teaching process as currently prac¬ 
ticed. I uae the term "teaching" rather then 
“learning," for a* James Harvey Robinson once 
pointed out there Is no necessary connection be¬ 
tween teach i ng and. lea rn i n g . “Omn. la a ypat 
amount of teaching going ~on to-day. H2rw 
much learning results therefrom It would be 
hazardous to guess.

T HE TITLE esaay of Sir William Osier's little 
book. "Th* Student Life end Other Eaeays'' 
(Houghton Mifflin), represents his famous lec¬ 
ture to medical students on th* nature of truth, 
education end medical science. it contains the mel¬ 
low wisdom of on# of th# greatest of all historic 
physicians and teachers of medicine. Particu¬ 
larly eloquent Is Osier's plea for th* open mind: 

"Only by keeping the mind plastic end re- 
ceptive does the stu d en t escape perdition. It Is 
not that some people do not know whet to do 
with the truth when It Is offered to them, but 
the tragic fat* Is to reach, after yean of patient 
•eereh. • con diti o n of mtnd-birndneee in Which 
the truth is not recognized, though it stares you 
in the fee*. This can never happen to a man 
who haa followed step by step the growth of e 
truth end who knows the painful of its 

evolution. It Is one of the greatest tragedies of 
life that every truth has to struggle to accep¬ 
tance against honest but mind-blind student* 
Harvey knew hla contemporaries wall, and for 
twelve eucceaeive yean demonstrated the circu¬ 
lation of the blood before daring to publish th# 
facts on which the truth was based " 

There an three oth< essays in the book— 
"Man's Redemption of Man"; "A Way of Life." 
and "Science and Immortality " The second and 
third an admlnble statements of scientific and 
secular humanism. In the final chapter he 
states sympathetically the ^gnoetio position of 
science in regard to Immortality Though be 
lost hla only surviving son In the war. Osier 
did not. like some other distinguished Britishers, 
allow hla wishful thinking to cloud his scientific 
vision. He put* the matter sanely: 

“Science la organized knowledge end knowl¬ 
edge of thlpga we see Now the things that an 
eeen an temporal: of things that an unseen 
science knows nothing, and hse at present no 
means of knowing anything "

rpHF SYMPATHETIC biography. “Hyde of Bow- 
X doln." by Charles T. Burnett (Houghton 
Mifflin), of the famous former president of 
Bowdofn conege. Df William De Witt Hyde, is 
to real value In Intellectual and educational 
tyrtory. It give* e fine plctun of the netun of 
college life and education under th* aegis of a 
Christian gentleman and scholar of the old 
order Hyde was a philosopher, kindly and en¬ 
gaging teacher, sympathetic friend and coun¬ 
sellor of faculty and students, and a man of 
singular devotion to Bowdotn. which he reso¬ 
lutely refused to leave in spite of ■MftoMTt 
offers elsewhere Eowdoln under Hyde present* 
perhaps the best American example of the so¬ 
cially rich but practically barren nature of the 
antique liberal curriculum Nobody could well 
have passed through Bowdoln under Hyde with¬ 
out having his personality enriched end bright¬ 
ened. Almost anybody could have taken his 
degree there without realizing that he was living 
in the twentieth century or being prepared in 
any way to meet Its problelhs. 

One could not well Imagine two more diver¬ 
gent types of men end educational philosophers 
than President Hyde and Professor Daniel Bell 
Leary, the unusually liberal, cosmopolitan and 
civilized agnostic of tbs University of Buffalo. 
If hla book. "Living and Learning: A Philosophy 
to Education” (Richard R. Smith), contain* 
little which Is purely original; It la one of the 
clearest end most adequate summaries of the 
newer attitude toward learning, education end 
society Here w# find the full Impingement of 
agnosticism, evolution, secularism, modern psy¬ 
chology. the social sciences end historical per¬ 
spective upon our educational system. It pre¬ 
sents e curriculum designed to let us knew what 
kind of e creature man la and how be might 
live more happily In this modern urban and in¬ 
dustrial age 

One wonder whet, would happen If a man 
with Leary's perspective and equipment should 
actually be made head of a great unlveralty and 
given e free hand. Such a step would mark as 
great an advanee over our conventional Institu¬ 
tions as Nicholas Murray Butler and Columbia 
constitute over Abelard and St. Denis. Perhaps 
some time within th* century we may witness 
such an experiment, *-■ 

DT. John B. Morgan's book. “Child Psychol¬ 
ogy" (Richard R Smith), is a clear and orderly 
presentation of the main cts about child psy¬ 
chology. It Is not aa markedly behavioristic as 
ita leading competitor by Dr. Curtl. It Is a first- 
class textbook and Is a far cry from the poetic 
eoemology of Stanley Hall applied to child study. 
Yet without the vision end stimulus of Hall it is 
not likely that such a book .could have been 
written in the United States in 1031.

Really a Menace? 


/"\NE OP the beet deliverances on th* Ruaelax 
question Is to be found in the current nun 
ber of Th* Round Table, that excellent quar j 
terly review of the politics of the British Emj 
pire. An anonymous but exceedingly welli 
Informed writer attempt* to answer this question 
of th* day. "Is the Five Years Plan a Menace?! 
He points out that In 1013 the value of Russiar* 
exporu amounted to over 1.500,000.000 roubleM 
whUe In 1928-20 (measured in pre-war prices) if 
amounted to about 700,000.000 only This del 
crease Is still more striking when It is remembered 
that the general level of production, both indus¬ 
trial and agricultural, haa Increased in the sami 
period by approximately 30 per cent. This write: 
declares that. In spite of the “shock methods’ 
employed. Soviet Russia has fallen badly behlnt 
In the export trade. He also predicts that desplb 
th# utmost effort, reinforced by the Bolshevik 
will, the volume of Russian export# will at beat 
only slightly increase and will represent a amal 
end diminishing ratio of the general total of pro-r 
ductlon. mainly because the basic tendency ol 
national economy, as well as the object of thi 
economic plan in present-day Russia, la the d*4 
velopmsnt of the internal market. _He doe* not 
therefore, regard the five years plan as a serk wA 
menace to the rest of the world. 

A parallel drawn by thla writer between Russia 
and the United Bute* offers such satisfying read-, 
lng to a Canadian that I hope it Is economically 
sound: “In a country with a rapidly-growing In¬ 
ternational market, foreign trade must in any 
case remain of secondary Importance, and even it 
the original five years plan is followed by a 
second plan, and then by a third, they will not} 
make Ruaila a great exporting* country. Her de-( 
velopment will probably be similar to that of thej 
United State*, where. It will be remembered, tha 
effect of industrial expansion only began to bq 
felt m the foreign market fifty years after it com 4 
menced. and where even now foreign trade, al¬ 
though important, represent* only a small frac¬ 
tion of the national economy. Some may per¬ 
haps consider that the analogy with the United 
’ States is not quite correct, because there the 
growth of the Internal market was due to an 
ever-increasing influx of immigrants. In Russia, 
however, the situation is by no means dissimilar, 
though there it la the enormous growth of the 
population—three and a batf millions a year— 
that la producing the same effect But the main 
similarity between Russia and America consisti 
of course in the fact that both ere vast and self- 
sufficient countries."

Northern Coastal Plain and Joyce 


Connell Explores

more and a little more leisurely examining the I 
fallen blocks from the eliffs above. I find not 
only gabbro but specimens of diorlte and other 
rocks that suggest Mill further a Vancouver 
Island origin, for these coarse sedimentary de¬ 
posits. 

Finally, having finished my survey. I return 
and fall In with a young couple and their boy 
and girl, who hare come from Seattle and are 
looking rather disconsolately at the sands of 
Crescent Bay. which they have mistaken for Agate 
Beach on the other side of Crescent Point: so I 
am able to direct them to their haven. Then 
here, too, la an old navigator of Baltic or North 
Sea origin to whom belongs one of the two fish¬ 
ing boats and who has run in under Crescent 
Point out of the westerly. 

My next visit la to Crescent Point, whose main 
promontory is composed of red-weathering basalt, 
in fresh specimens black and glittering with fel¬ 
spar crystals. In places the rock shows a peculiar 
form oL weathering In which It breaks up Into 
rudely-rounded masses whose surfaces break off 
successively like the layers of an onion. It is 
cut by Innumerable veins of white and creamy 
calc lie. sometimes glaselly crystalline, and occa¬ 
sionally from six inches to a foot in thickness. 
Tbe basalt la of the same age as thst of our 
Metchostn rocks, with which it Is contempor¬ 
aneous as part of the same great early Tertiary j 
volcanic outbreak;. Beyond Tongue Point fossil 
shells are found Identical with those in the basal¬ 
tic sandstone at Albert Head. 

The iFoint la about a quarter of a mile wide, 
and on the north and west sides presents to the 
sea precipitous and forbidding cliffs, while the 
upper surface la prettily diversified with forest 
and open grassy spaces where s herd of cow*. la 
busily grazing At one place on tbe west more 
than 100 feet above tbe sea the full fbfcT of the 
wind blowing up the Straits has restated In an 
unusual extension of the sphere of two marine 
plants, the thrift and the maritime plantain. For 
about >00 feet inland these monopolise the soil 
and their Inland course seems only to have been 
stopped by a fallen tree, beyond which they do 
not grow.

pics. We appear, thus, to be traveling along an 
ordinary broad valley, but It win be noticed that 
whereas such a valley will have a stream of water 
draining It lengthwise, this has not. The main 
water-courses run across It at right angles on 
their way to tbe sea, only their abort tributary 


the other morning for Port Angeles 1 was 
struck afresh with the unl^be beauty of our sea¬

The railway to now but a shadow of 
Itself and Ita course, governed by the progress of 
logging In northwestern Washington, no longer 
follows the old coast route. Many e time years 
ago we have watched from our coostWUe camp 
by Sooke Bay or Jordan River beach the smoke of 
tbe locomotive aa It traveled westwards. 

Ignorant aa I am of th# hlatory of Washington 
in general and Clallam County In particular, th* 
origin of the name of Joyce I don't know, but aa 
a proper name It has a good old English or rather 
Norman origin, being nothing more than the 
second part of "rejoice" and related to "joy." 
This fits It well on this summer day when the 
air to fuH of the scent of hay In the., fields of 
nearby farms, and when from th* alders and 
grove* of young fir and cedar there cornea 4 
constant succession of bird notes. Prom the 
veranda of the attractive store that constitute* 
apparently th* whole of urban Joyce you look 
away southeast to the loftier and more pic¬ 
turesque of the outer mountains of tbe Olympics, 
where sharp, dark pinnacles of rock pierce the 
lower clouds and enfold themselves in wisps of 
finest vapor. True, they have not the majesty 
of Mount Olympus sa seen half an hour ago from 
the west bank of tbe Elwha. nor of other fine 


AOATEA AND PKBBLEH - 

I aa now on the Agate Beach aide of the F 
The name refers to the comparative a bund 
of these attractive atones among the seal 
pebbles. The beach la In every way dtff] 
from that of Crescent Bay. It slopes steep] 
the see; to composed of pebbles from half an' 
to two inches in diameter, and has an a \ 
straight outline. Behind tt lies a wave- 
forested flat which connects It with Crescent! 
The agates are doubtless derived from the] 
canto rocks and represent the filling of cal 
by silica-bearing waters. 

Here I meet again my friends with tbeli 
and girt rather disappointed over the agaii 
fear However, as they are traveling weatwl 
tell them of the fossil-beds at Twin, and for \ 
they start quite enthusiastically. Incidental 
am able to identify for the lady some plants j 
the cliffs, familiar enough .to us *4 Victoria 
rather strangers to Seattle. By now some 4 
searchers have come down and are busy ad 
the pebbles. Without any special care I pld 
a few agates eg I walk along, but I am even 
interested In the variety of colored stones, 
some of tbe agate hunters I am able to poln] 
some quite as remarkable as the commoner 


At length th* road reaches the edge of the 
coastal plain and begins to wind down th# 
descent. Here the rock underlying the glacial de¬ 
posits reveals Itself In the hillside on the right 
aa a ahaly sandstone, breaking through the shady 
bank and lta herbage And here I may cell your 
attention to the very common prunella or self- 
heal. whose blue-purple flowers are replaced in a 
Urge proportion of the plants by clear pink onea. 

THE BARM AND ROCKS OF CREACENT BAT 
At last tbe road emerges from tbe alder forest 
and turns away to the right above the shore-line, 
while to the left It traverses a broad green flat. 

I am now facing Crescent Bay with Tongue Point 
to the east and what I do not find marked on 
the maps but shall take tbe liberty of calling 
Crescent Point on the west, as its two horns 
Between lies a broad expanse of sand—It to now 
low tide—firm and smooth, singularly tree from 
either seaweed or pebbles The length of this 
crascent -shaped sweep of shore to a little over a 
mile Along lta whole length this delightful July 
day there to only a single person In sight, and he 
Is plainly on bus!ms. not pleasure, intent. Two 
fishing boat* swing at anchor under the lee of 
Crescent Point When 1 last vialtsd the bay 
several parties of campers had pitched their lent* 
on the green sward, but to-day It to at the 
moment deserted. 

I first visit th# dark plies of fallen rock Which 
mark the shore at high-tide mark about a quarter 
of a mile to the east. It was here that I obtained 
a small'boulder or cobble of gabbro two years 


But by now my limit of time to being re* 
I have two and a half miles to walk to rate]
